He was - 


r funk :in Senfvaligy; that no Reprefentations, no 


Pains, cou’d recover him.::So that the Czer, being, at 


length, by: his,Son’s,perverfe Condu&, almoft brought 
0. an Abhorrence ths Perfon, began to drop Intima. 
‘tions, That he wou'd ‘canfe him to be “fhav’d, fora 
‘Monk, and fhut him up ina Convent, — The Prince's 
own Favourites were alarm'd at the Danger ; and ear- 
neftly’ entreated him’ to have his Welfare at Heare: and 
to'coneeal; if he con’d not fupprefs. his rigorous Harred 
paint Poreigners. Thisdifpos'd him to fall in with 
‘Czar’s Propofition, and he. was’ married, as is well 
 known,..to a Princefs; ofthe Family of Branfwick Wol- 
femburcel, and Sifter tosthe.prefent Emprefs. 


BUT, after he had brought her to Ruffs, he fhew'd 
not the Jeaft Complaifance ; nor endeavour’d, at all, to 
divert her. —On the contrary, I obferv’d, That, on 
all Publick Occafions, he never exchang’d a Word with 
her ; but, induftrioufly fhun’d her Company.

— She comforted. ad- 
monifhed, and gave them her Biefing: —- The Phyfi- 
cians would ftill: be prefling her, co take fome Medi- 
cines ; but fhe threw the Glafles from her, crying out, 


with great Emotion, —- Do. wot torture me any more. ° 


— Permi: me to die in. Quiet. — For Lam rifolued to live 
no longer. — She expir d, in. fervent Prayer, and de- 
parred an unfortunate Life, before fhe was quite one 


sand twenty Years old.

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MANY further Actempts the Czsr made, on his 
Son's Obftinacy : But the Confequence of them all ; and 
of his pretended Refignation, was -his Flight to a Fc- 
reign Prorettion, and a plunging himfe-f into thofe 
High Crimes, which are particulariz'’d, in his Sentence. 


T HE Czar, upon this extraordinary and melancholy 
Occafion, convokd a High Court of Juftice; confifting 
of all the Chief, of the Ssates — He lay, for eight Days, 
fucceflively, many Hours, on his Knees; imploring 
God, with Tears, toinfpire him with Sentiments, be- 
coming his double Duty—as a Monach, and as a Fa- 
ther. —The Prince was brought into Court, under Guard 
of four Officers ; and proceeded againft, ina Manner, 
too tedious. and circumftantial, to be particulariz’d, in 
fo fhort a Compats. 


T HE Court, upon the whole, having pronounc’d a 
formal Sentence, and condemnd the Prince to Death, 
the violent Surprize, and Terror of his Mind, and the 
diforderly Confliét,and Flu€tuation, of his Paflions, threw 
him into an Apoplectick Fir. The Cze* no fooner heard, 
that he was in this Danger, and that he was delirous to 
fee him, but he vifited his dying Son, with the moft 
vifibie Marks of Piry, and a Proof of Paternal Ten- 


dernefs. 


THE Prince, at Sight of his Father, burft out into 
Tears; and, with Hands, rais’d, and folded, faid, ‘ He 
* had grievoufly offended the Majefty of Aimighty God, 
* and the Goodnefs of the Czar—; that he had aot 
* even a With, to recover from his indifpofition, be. 
* ing unworthy to live longer. He begg’d his Majefty, 
* for God’s fake, only to take from him the Curfe, he 
‘ had laid on him, at Mekow: to forgive him all his 
* heavy Crimes ; to impart him his Blefling; and, to 
* caufe Prayers to be put. up, for his Soul. 


DURING thefe moving Words, the Czar, and 
the whole Court, almoft melted away, in Tears.—His 
Majefty return’d him a moft noble, and pathetic, An« 
{wer: He reprefented, in a few, of the mildeft Words, 
he cou’d fele&, all his Length of Offences; and, then, 

ve him, in the moft touching Manner poflible, his 

orgivenefs, and his Bleffing : After which, they part- 


ed, with Abundance of Tears, and Lamentations, on 


both Sides. 


VER ¥Y late, in the Night, came a Meffenger, to 
acquaint the Czer, That the Prince was extremely defi- 
rous, once more, to fee his Father. And his Majefty 
had juft ftept into his Sloop, to go over to the Fortrefs, 
when another Meflenger brought News, That the Prince 
was, already, expir’d.— He was depofited in the new 
Burying-Vault, of the Czarifh Family ; and plac’d next 
the Coffin of his late Confort. The Czar, among the 
Mourners, carried a lighted Wax-Taper, in his Hand ; 
and was obferv'd to be bath’d in Tears, during the Pro- 
cellion; and, in particular, at the Church Service ; 
where the Prieft had chofe, for the Text of his Funeral 
Sermon, thefe Words of the mournful Devid, — O! my 
Son Abfalom'!— my Son! —my Son, Absalom ! 


YOU fee, Sir ! how different this Great Monarch’s 
Condué, in fo nice, and trying, a Circumftance, real- 
ly was, from the Clouds, which Rumeur blew upon it, 
to fhade, and blacken, an unequal’d Charafer! —~- The 
Roman Fiercenef{s has been celebrated, in Men, who not 
only condemn’d their Sons; but ftood by, and /ew ’em 

uted, in the moft fevere, and fhameful, Manner, 
for the Love, and Safety of their Country. Yet there 
was a Brutal Inflexibility, anda Kind of Pelitie Neceffity, 
in the A@ions of thofe Roman Fathers! But this prodi- 
gious, modern, Prince, under no Influence of Fear, De- 
pendence, or Obligation, chofe to fet afide his own Blood,
